Incipit: Pope Innocent XII gives Henry Greuen, secular deacon of St. Martin's in Worms, Germany, a canonate and 
prebend at St. Martin's. 


Notes: Issued in Rome at Santa Maria Maggiore, the day before the Ides of March 1698, in the eighth year of the 
papacy of Innocent XII. A few letters have been erased and rewritten in lines 3, 4, 5 and 19. The benefice was 
expected to return an annual income of 24 gold ducats de camera. Greuen is also mentioned in UTS 037-17.
